This budget isfunded by 100% SPECIAL FUNDS derived from Continuing Legal Education fees, administrative fees
paid to CLE for support costs for the Board of Certified Court Reporters, and interest earned on surplus funds. The
CLE Administrator also supports the Board of Certified Court Reporters and is responsible for tracking continuing
education and processing new and renewal applications for the court reporters. The Board of Certified Court
Reporters pays CLE $6,000 per year for these support costs. The Continuing Legal Education fees are collected from
CLE sponsors from seminars held in-state and/or from individual attorneys. Anincreasein CLE feesis projected in
the event that funds budgeted in subsidies, loans and grants are fully utilized to underwrite seminars. If the number
of seminars increases, as a result of this underwriting program, revenues generated from CLE fees should increase
proportionately.

TREASURY FUND/BANK
State Treasure Fund 3052 is used for operating expenses and deposits for the Commission on Continuing Legal
Education. Revenues are generated from CLE sponsors, interested earned on funds in the Treasury, and from the
Board of Certified Court Reporters for clerical support.

The Mississippi Commission on Continuing Legal Education (CLE) hasthe primary responsibility to exercise
general supervisory authority over the administration of the "Rules for Mandatory Continuing Legal Education™ and
to adopt, repeal, and amend regul ations consistent with these rules. The Commission is entirely self-funded from
feesits collects from continuing legal education sponsors for seminars held in-state and from individual attorneys for
seminars attended out-of-state. The Commission does not receive any general fund revenue. To date the
Commission has been able to operate its budget from the fees it collects, along with cash carried forward. The
Commission strives to meet the needs of the members of the Mississippi Bar regarding continuing legal education.
In order to be effective in this effort, the Commission must be aware of how continuing legal education is best
utilized to benefit the members of the Bar. Active participation in the annual Bar Convention is an excellent way to
assure the members of the Bar that the Commission is available to comply with their needs. Membershipin the
"Continuing Legal Education Regulators Association” is another way the Commission ensures that the "Mississippi
Rules and Regulations' are as effective as possible, by keeping in contact with sister states that have mandatory
Continuing Legal Education Programs.

For FY 2016 atotal of $183,386 isrequested. Thisisan increase of 32.26% or $44,735 above the FY 2015
appropriation. A summary of the request is as follows:

Personal Services - Salaries

$106,585 is requested in the salary category which isan increase of $40,235. Thisrequest is for funding one (1)
existing CLE Administrator and one (1) new Administrative Assistant I11 position. Since January 2007, there has
been a full-time contact worker employed to assist the CLE Administrator with various clerical duties. This
requested increase will reclassify this position from a full-time contract worker to a full-time salaried position.
Because the CLE Administrator is also responsible for administrative support for the Board of Certified Court
Reporters, this new position will assist with duties for this Board. 1n addition, the Mississippi Judicial College has
asked for the CLE Commission's assistance to maintain the state judges CJE (Continuing Judicial Education) credits.
Funding for this position will be paid from CLE fees (special funds) and from transfers from the Board of Certified
Court Reporters. A portion of thisincreasein salary cost will offset by a decrease in contractual servicesfor the
contract worker position.

Personal Services- Travel

$19,500 is requested in this category. Thisisan increase of $4,500 from the FY 2015 appropriation. Thisincreaseis
required to meet the obligations of the Commission on Continuing Legal Education for monthly board meetings and
travel for conferences. CLE has been underfunded in this category for the past three fiscal years.

Contractual Services

$50,621 is requested in this category. Noincreaseis requested in this category.
